Dr. Harris united with the First

lodge,

loved its symbols and ritual. 
Nov. 5, 1910, 
Mr. 
Harris 
was 
stricken with paralysis from which 
he never recovered, his death was 
due to successive attacks. 
Although Dr. Harris has 
resided 
in Columbus, Ohio, 
since 1911, 
he 
always regarded Rushville 
as his 
home, and his death removes another 
of the oldest citizens, who was iden­ 
tified with the earlier inhabitants and 
who contributed his past toward its 
development.
